TRAINING 


Examinations 


2. Qualification for promotion to the ranks of captain and major and for en¬ 
trance to the.Canadian Army Staff College is obtained by successfully passing 
examinations. 

3. The importance to the individual officer of becoming qualified for the next 
higher rank as early in his carrer as possible cannot be over emphasized. Fail¬ 
ure to qualify may result in an officer being superseded in promotion. Comman¬ 
ding officers should give every assistance to their officers in preparation for 
these examinations. 

4. Several articles with hints on studying, writing generally, and examination 
writing in particular, have appeared in the Canadian Army Journai and elsewhere. 
The attention of those concerned is invited to:

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Basic Organization and Role of RCEME 

15. The EME Manual, General C 100, has been checked and amended where 
necessary, and sent to DMT for approval and printing as a CAMT. It will be 
published under the title "RCEME Training, Vol 1" and the provisional distribu¬ 
tion for RCEME (Regular) will be one copy per officer and -ten copies per unit, 
and for RCEME (Militia) ten copies per unit. 

Light Aid Detachments 

16. EME Manual, General C 101, has been prepared and will be issued in the 
near future. This instruction is a guide for LAD commanders and their subord¬ 
inates and it outlines their respective duties. It also contains certain principles 
of general application which should be followed by LADs when they are faced with 
demands and situations which are not normal. After this instruction has been 

in the Manual for six months, it will be amended as necessary and will be sent 
to DMT for approval and publication as a CAMT as "RCEME Training, Vol 2". 

Divisional Workshops 


17. EME Manual, General C 102, has also been prepared for publication. This 
instruction outlines the responsibilities of the divisional workshops and the duties 
of key personnel. This instruction will also eventually be published as a CAMT 
as "RCEME Training, Vol 3". Comments on this and the LAD publication while 
in Manual form will be welcomed. 

Camera Repair 


18. A study has been carried out to determine whether cameras should be 
repaired within RCEME resources and if so, how, where and when they should 

be done and how training of personnel should be conducted. After a consideration 
of all the factors involved, the following decision has been made. 

19. Cameras will not be repaired in RCEME workshops at the present time.' 
Civilian repair resources will continue to be used in Canada. No training will be 
conducted at The RCEME School. Selected tradesmen will be sent from time to 
time on camera repair courses with industry and at US Army schools in order to 
retain some knowledge of the subject for possible use on mobilization. (HQ 3675- 
1/10 (ME 1) dated 21 Dec 56 refers). 


PLANS 


RCEME Participation in Operations RAPID STEP I and R.APII\'STEP Il j j 

20. When the United Nations adopted a re-solution to establish a police force to 
operate in the Suez area, preliminary planning for Canadian participation started 
at AHQ and was given the code name of RAPID STEP. 

21. The original planning was based on a Canadian force of a battalion group 
composed of an infantry battalion, an engineer troop, and certain small service 
elements. 

22. The RCEME personnel to support this force were restricted to the addition 
of a battalion slice of a brigade LAD to the infantry battalion for unit repair, and 
a small ten-man advance element of a field repair unit. 

23. This plan remained essentially unchanged until the concept of Canadian 
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7 . Those Captains writing Captain to Major qualification examinations are 
urged to write the Staff College entrance examinations. It should be noted that 
the age limit for selection to attend CASC is now 32. 

Army Helicopter Evaluation Unit, RCASC 

8. Authority has been received to commence training of helicopter repair 
personnel. Two officers. Captains Bishop and Sheehan, and 19 other ranks have 
been selected to attend various courses at the US Army Transportation School, 

Fort Eustis, Virginia. Some of the candidates are already on course and most 
should have completed the training by Aug 57. 

Courses 

9. The following information is published in answer to questions received from 
time to time regarding selection of personnel, to attend courses. 

10. Courses are conducted or requested by DEME on the basis of Corps require¬ 
ments for training in various fields at various levels. When approval has been 
received for a course, candidates are selected, 

IT. Selections are made in many instances twelve months in advance, on the 
following basis: 

(a) ' Previous training and experience. 

(b) Probable future employment. 

(c) Availability at time course is to be conducted. 

(d) Requests for courses on annual confidential reports. 

(e) Recommendations of commanding officers. 

Information Concerning the Corps 

12 . On recent visits to units, senior officers of the Corps have been asked 

questions, particularly by junior officers, which indicate a surprising lack of 
knowledge of Corps activities. In most instances the information was available 
to local, senior and commanding officers but had not been passed on. It is essen¬ 
tial to the efficient functioning of the Corps and for the peace of mind of individual 
officers and other ranks, that information be passed on to all concerned. This 
applies at all levels. _ 

13 . It is equally important when an officer or NCO is asked a question to which 
he does not know the answer, or when he has a question himself, that he ask his 
superior. If a satisfactory answer is not available locally the question should be 
passed on to area, command, or to DEME if necessary. Questions should not 
remain unanswered. 


DOCTRINE 


General 

14 . The DADEME completed his work on the AHQ Examination Board just before 
Christmas and his sub-section is now operating and making considerable progress. 
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participation in the Middle East Force was changed at the request of the United 
Nations,' The Canadian contribution became the provision of communications and 
administrative support for the entire force. This led to new plans based on the 
new terms of reference. 

24. To distinguish plans and operations new code words were adopted. RAPID 
STEP II became the new operation and previous planning on the battalion group 
contribution became RAPID STEP I. 

25. Under RAPID STEP II the Army portion of the Canadian force became a 
communications and administrative support group composed of: 

Canadian Base Unit Middle East 
56 Cdn Sigs Sqn RC Sigs 
56 Cdn Tpt Coy RCASC 
56 Cdn Inf Wksp RCEME 

26. 56 Cdn Inf Wksp is not a standard infantry workshop. It was specially 
designed to provide combined LAD and field workshop support for all units of the 
force, irrespective of nationality, excluding the RCASC unit. 

27. The unit repair section was designed to work within the general area of the 
workshop, and to provide 'service station facilities for all units. 

28. The first RCEME personnel were despatched to the Middle East by RCAF 
aircraft on 22 Nov 56. This RCEME advance party consisted of 1 officer and 10' 
other ranks, headed by Capt GL O'Brien, and will be absorbed into the workshop 
on its arrival. 

29. The main RCEME units directly involved in RAPID STEP I and II were 

17 Coy, 202 Base Workshop, 6 Coy and 41 Inf Wksp. No. 2 Production Squadron 
of 17 Coy was involved in a crash program preparing vehicles for the force. 

6 Coy prepared vehicles for shipment and assisted in the loading of HMCS Magnif¬ 
icent. These units have been commended for doing a good job under exacting time 
schedules. 

30. A nominal roll of 56 Workshop personnel is to be found at Appendix "A" to 
this bulletin. 

Stores Loading Trials 


31. As mentioned previously in the Technical Bulletin dated 1 May 56, Stores 
Loading Trials were conducted in Europe for an infantry workshop, a field re¬ 
giment LAD and an infantry brigade LAD. 

32. The trials were supervised by a team from Chnada headed by Major G Bruce. 
An excellent job was done. 

33. The trial on the infantry workshop has resulted in drastic changes in the 
spare parts scales for field repair; 72 tons of spares have been deleted from 
each infantry workshop entitlement. It will substantiate amendments to the ve¬ 
hicle portion of the infantry workshop establishment and will permit the publica¬ 
tion of an infantry workshop load table as a guide to commanding officers. 

34. Although the LADs could not be issued with SMP vehicles these trials did 
indicate that their present vehicles are adequate to carry their stores and equip¬ 
ment. Further loading trials for LADs in Canada have been proposed. 
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PERS (RCEME) 


Confirmation of Rank 


35. The policy governing the confirmation of acting rank is detailed in AGI 55/22. 

36. It is a common error for units to confirm acting ranks on an incorrect date. 
This is due in many cases to failure to count the first and ninetieth days. 

37. The following example shows the correct method of calculating 90 day of 
acting rank. 

Cfn Blow VH is promoted A/Cpl wef 15 May 59. Days to count - 

17 days in May 

30 days in Jun 

31 days in Jul 
12 days in Aug 

Total 90 days 

Cfn Blow will be confirmed in the substantive rank of Cpl wef 12 Aug,59. 

38. The above example applies to personnel who had the necessary qualifying 
course prior to promotion or have it before completion of the 90 day assessment 
period. 

39. Personnel promoted to acting ranks before passing the necessary qualifying 
course, and who do not commence such a course before the expiration of 90 days, 
will be given 180 days in which to commence it. In any case, unless otherwise 
directed, confirmation of rank will be governed by the date the NCO concerned 
qualifies on the necessary NCO course. 

40. Another error noted is that units fail to read the instructions issued by AHQ„ 
For example, when promotion to acting rank is authorized it is the practice to 
give the date of confirmation in the same instruction; there are several cases on 
file where units did not comply with these instructions. 

ARMAMENT 


Artillery Equipments History 

41. Armament Inspection Teams should check units during their regular inspec¬ 
tions to see if the history books (CAFC 2249) have been taken into use and are 
entered up to date. When PCCs are forwarded the pertinent equipment history 
books will accompany them. 

Cylinders Gas Nitrogen 

42. An EME Manual Armt X 143 is being prepared for publication concerning 
inspection and testing procedures for nitrogen gas cylinders. Armt P 151 will 
include colour codes for the painting of all compressed gas cylinders. These 
should be available shortly. Nitrogen cylinders are catalogued as empty and will 
be issued accordingly. Nitrogen will be supplied through LPO action. 
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Backloading Nitrogen Filled Recoil Systems 

43. Attention is drawn to EME Manual Armt J 506 Instr 1 wherein the procedure 
for backloading nitrogen filled recoil systems is explained. Repairs to this type 
of recoil system will only be carried out at this time through 202 Base Workshop. 

20 Pr Tank Gun 

44„ Care should be taken in our workshops so that the elevating and traversing 
mechanisms of the 20 pr gun are not disassembled to such a degree as to put them 
temporarily out of adjustment. In order that these mechanisms may be correctly 
adjusted special test equipment is needed and for the time being this will be located 
only at 202 Base Workshop. When workshops are adjusting these mechanisms 
every care must be taken not to upset the critical adjustments which can only be 
arrived at by using special test equipment. 

45. There have been reports received at DEME that several 20 Pr recoil sys¬ 
tems were made unserviceable by sand and grit entering the recoil system during 
filling or top ping-up with buffer oil. The importance of exercising care when 
servicing these 20 prs cannot be too strongly emphasized, and there is no excuse 
for conditions like this being allowed to develop. 

INSTRUMENTS 


New Instruments 


46. The Rangefinder-sight, 9-in CDN, EX 2; Sight, bore, CDN, Mkl, and the 
Lath, optical, 9-in rangefinder-sight, have been introduced into the service with 
the Launcher, rocket, 3.2-in CDN, EX 1. The rangefinder-sight and bore-sight 
form the sighting system of the weapon. The optical lath is an item of test equip¬ 
ment used by RCEME for testing the accuracy of the rangefinder-sight. EME 
Manual instructions for these instruments are being provided by the manufacturer. 

Lubrication of Instruments 


47. Grease, aircraft and instrument (for low and high temperature) 3-GP-683 
is the only lubricant which will be used by our instrument repair sections. EME 
Manual Inst A 131 refers and should be read and taken into use. 

Sealing and Pressure Testing 

48. Sealing to a high standard of efficiency is most important in controlling 
deterioration of optical instruments caused by fogging and filming of the optical 
components. This has become an important subject, particularly with the new 
optical instruments recently taken into use. Workshop personnel must ensure 
that sealing procedures and techniques as outlined in EME Manual Inst A 253 are 
closely followed and that only the approved sealing materials are used. A check 
on the effectiveness of the sealing should be done by a pressure test applied to 
the interior of the instrument. EME Manual Inst A 255, recently published, 
details the methods and techniques for pressure testing and the equipment used. 

Lights, Instrument, M37 


49. All Lights, Instrument, M37, of Canadian manufacture used with the Sight, 
M4 CDN, were produced with 13-in length cable lead to the lamp housing. This 
short cable lead prevents proper functioning of the instrument light on the 60mm 
and 81 mm mortars. A modification instruction is being prepared to have the 
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13-in cable lead removed and replaced with a. 41-in cable lead. The instruction 
will be released as soon as the modification stores become available. 

Sights, Periscopic, AFY, No„ 1 

50„ Modifications are pending on the Mk 2 and Mk 3 sights to improve their 
functioning and provide the means for using a unitor connection for the lighting 
leads between the sight and its housing on the Centurion tank. The modification 
stores are on procurement, 

51, In view of the extensive changes to be made on the sights because of the 
above modifications, the field and base repair instructions have not oeen pub¬ 
lished by the UK. EME Manual Inst S 304/2 is therefore held up pending receipt 
of this information. 


Test Equipmen t 

52. The following items of test equipment have been approved for use in certain 
RCEME Instrument Sections and are included in the applicable entitlement docu¬ 
ments. 

(a) 3022-7560085 TESTERS, vibration, universal - An American pattern 
equipment for vibration testing of instruments after overhaul. This 
equipment is to be provided only to 202 Base Workshop and 214 Work¬ 
shop, Vancouver. 

(b) 7V/OS1735 GA APPARATUS, measuring leakage rate, Mk 1 - This is 
a British pattern equipment for measuring the leakage rate of an op¬ 
tical instrument to determine the efficiency of the sealing. It is 
intended that this equipment be provided to all workshops as soon as 
possible. 


SMALL ARMS 


Rifle 106 MM M40A1 and Mount M'7.9 

53. The Rifle 106 mm M40A1 is replacing the 75 mm Recoilless Rifle as the 
battalion anti-tank weapon in infantry battalions,, This weapon system is more 
complicated than the 75mm RCL and can be fired either from the ground or from 
a vehicle. 

54, Action has been taken to include in entitlement documents, necessary tools 
and gauges for maintaining this equipment, but it will be some time before they 
will be available lor issue. 

Rifle 7. 62 MM FN (Cl'j 


55. This rifle is coming off production and has been issued to some regular 
units. Tools and gauges have been designed and action is being taken to include 
them in entitlement documents. These, too, will not be available for some time,, 


Browing .30 Cal M1919A4 

56. Investigation into the cause of the sears chipping, which was reported in 
the October issue, has been attributed to improper cleaning of the carbon in the 
chamber area after firing blank ammunition. On chambering a live round, the 
carbon remaining in the chamber causes excessive crushing of the cartridge case 
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which in turn results in increased chamber pressure. It is essential that the 
chamber be thoroughly cleaned after firing blank ammunition. 


60&81 MM Mortar Gauge 

57. The existing Tools, combination tube collapse and firing pin protrusion, for 
both the 60 and 81 mm mortars do not meet all the requirements for which they 
were designed. A new gauge for the 81 mrn mortar has been designed and when 
available will be issued. A modification instruction is being prepared to bring 
the existing 60 mm tool up to the required standard. It will be some time before 
the new 81mm gauge and the modification stores for the 60mm are available. 

The tools which are now authorized in entitlement documents are available on 
demand from 25 COD and will be used. 

ELECTRICAL 


Test Equipment 

58. The following items of the new military pattern test equipment are now 
available for issue against entitlements:- 

4Z 1014801 GENERATORS, signal, SG 5007/U 

4Z 1014802 WATTMETER, RF, ME 5005/U 

The SG 5007/U is an FM signal generator with a frequency range of 20 to lOOMc/s 
and ME 5005/U is an RF Wattmeter with a frequency range of 1 Mc/s to lOOMc/s. 
Units are advised to indent for these items if required. 

59. Some of the new military pattern test equipments utilize crystals, usually 
of the IN type, in the metering circuits. Where calibration is critical, spare 
selected crystals are housed internally in the equipment. Artificers are advised 
to select a suitable replacement as a spare, as soon as the spare crystal provided 
has been used. 

Radiac: 


60. A radioactive source is necessary in order to calibrate and test radiac 
instruments such as survey meters, dosimeters and contamination meters. The 
positioning of the source in the workshop when in use, its storage when not in 
use, and the necessary dosimeter readings from personnel exposed to radiation 
is the concern of the Department of National Health and Welfare since civilian 
employees may be affected. Their inspectors have the right, by law, to inspect 
c 'plant in which radioactive materials are used or stored in order to determine 
whether safety precautions are adequate. Military personnel are governed by 
the provisions of HQS 7701 -Radiation Detection dated 15 Aug 56. In order to 
ieduce the cost and health hazard, radiac repair kits will have limited distribu¬ 
tion. Workshops must have an adequately trained radio artificer on strength 
before the source will be released. Radiac trained radio artificers will have the 
date of their qualifying course entered in their paybook.

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62. Workshops who have a radiac workload and which are not to be supplied 
with a radiac repair kit will backload the equipment to the nearest radiac work¬ 
shop within the command in accordance with EME Manual Static Ops H 702. 

63„ The production of the radiac repair kits was held up pending concurrence 
by Defence Research Chemical Laboratories of the isotope to be used. In mid- 
1956 Cesium ^37 w ith a half-life of 36 years became commercially available in 
Canada. As this isotope will reduce the weight of the shield and the health hazard, 
the container shield and jigs are being redesigned. It is hoped that production 
can be completed by the end of 1957. A prototype facility is at present in use at 
202 Base Workshop. 

64. The calibration of all communication receivers is very important. Cases 
have occurred where calibration errors in receivers just out of RCEME workshops 
are greater than permissible. Workshops should ensure that calibration is 
checked across each band using a frequency meter or crystal calibrator, to en¬ 
sure that it meets specifications. 

Signals Vehicles Program 

65. A large program for production of signals equipped vehicles is now under 
way. 

66. Under the direction of DVD, these vehicles have been prototyped by CASEE, 
range from the small 1/4 ton utility carrying a single radio communication equip¬ 
ment to the heavy 2 1/2 ton battery charger. It is interesting to note that the 
present trend toward standardization has been used in the development of these 
vehicle installations, by introducing the 'common kit' system where possible. 

Thus each installation is split into three major parts; the 'Adapter Kit' com¬ 
prising fittings common to several types of equipment and the 'Installation Kit' 
comprising items called for fitting of the final 'Basic Kit' which includes the radio 
sets, controls, cable drums, etc. 

67. The production of the vehicles in this program is being carried out by 
202 Base Workshop, 17 Coy, and 207 Workshop. It is expected that the first of 
the vehicles will reach the user units approximately three months from now. 

VEHICLES 


Equipment Failure Reports 

68. There has been a considerable improvement both in quantity and quality of 
Equipment Failure Reports received in 1956. By the prompt submission of these 
reports, some modifications were found necessary and EME Manuals were pub¬ 
lished authorizing these modifications and, in some cases, credit has been 
received from the manufacturer for defective parts found, 

6 9. Where similar defects or failures are encountered on the same type of 
equipment, it is only necessary to submit one Equipment Failure Report at that 
time, and this EFR will enumerate all CAR numbers pertaining to this specific- 
failure. Should failures of this nature occur at a future date, they will be 
reported in a similar manner. 

70. Where more than one defect has been noted on one equipment, eg, cracked 
manifold and defective door lock, a separate report for each item should be 
initiated, as these may have to be referred to different manufacturers. 
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71. To clarify a misunderstanding which prevails in the field, it is pointed out 
that engines having a 'rebuilt' plate with a serial number having the prefix 'Z', 
are new engines received direct from the manufacturer which have been held in 
long term preservation. This practice was changed in Feb 56 and all engines 
preserved since that date will have attached a tag, CAFC 2248 (inspection tag). 

Major Assembly Life on Centurions 

72. A study has been made at DEME to ascertain the life expectancy of major 
assemblies of the Centurion tank, and a report sent to all commands for guidance 
purposes only. This study was made possible by the excellent information sent 
in by the officers concerned with Centurion maintenance. 

Centurion Tanks - Relubrication 


73. It has been found that the original British lubricants were unsatisfactory at 
temperatures under 20° Fahrenheit. This was particularly noticeable on the 
traversing and elevating gear boxes and turrets. Tanks are being relubricated 
with an all-weather lubricant, and users will be notified when the results of DAD 
trials are concluded and assessed. 

Ferret Scout Cars - Bevel Box Assemblies 


74. Several cases of bevel box failures have been reported to DEME, usually 
because of shearing of the screws and dowels holding the bevel wheel to the hub. 

75. This failure seems to occur at approximately 5000 miles and may not be 
noticeable to the driver. Loss of traction appears to be the first symptom, but 
this will only be apparent on soft ground. Both front and rear bevel boxes on the 
same side of the vehicle would have to fail before the vehicle becomes immobile. 
This failure does not constitute a safety hazard. 

76. The UK have now completed a modification which has been approved and 
which relocates the bevel wheel and uses rivets in place of screws. Sufficient 
modification parts have been ordered to modify all vehicles in Canada. An EME 
Manual instruction will be published giving complete details of this modification 
when parts are available. 

77, Pending receipt of these modified parts sufficient serviceable unmodified 
bevel box assemblies are available at 27 COD to cover the requirements until the 
modified boxes are introduced. 

Ferr et Scout Car - Hub Reduction Gear 

78, Locking of bolts securing the hub reduction gear is by means of copper 
inserts. This method has proved unsatisfactory and in future production locking 
■tib washers will be used. Retrospective modification action is not being taken 
but whenever practicable these bolts should be checked for tightness, 

E ngine Changes 

79, The history books of condemned vehicles show that the average life of the 
original engine fitted in commercial pattern vehicles of 3 ton and under is 
approximately 45,000 miles. This is a considerable improvement over the 
12,000 mile average recorded in 1953. Nevertheless the base workshops still 
report a large number of engines backloaded due to incorrect diagnosis at "in 
inspection". This situation is general throughout the country. 
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80. It is believed that engine mileage could be further extended by ensuring 
that: 

(a) Workshop personnel do not change any engine which would still give 
reasonably satisfactory service or could be made to do so with minor 
repairs or a top overhaul. 

(b) Oil consumption is not considered to be a major factor in determining 
engine serviceability. 

(c) Engine diagnostic equipment held by workshops supplemented by 
inspectors experience is used to full advantage. 

81. In addition to the above it is felt that less pressure would be put on RCEME 
to replace engines if an effort was made to inform user units of the fallacy of 
replacing an engine which provides reasonable performance. They should be 
fully informed as to the cost of a replacement engine as compared to increased 
oil consumption, noise level, and slightly decreased performance. 

Trucks 3/4 Ton Dodge 4x4 SMP - Tool Box Locking Attachment 

82. For security reasons, a metal bracket as shown in Fig 1 to allow the use 
of a padlock on tool box, may be manufactured locally and installed on the tool 
box door.

88. This can lac done without alteration to the vehicle. The bracket is bolted 
to the toot box door using one of the existing bolt holes at the door handle. The 
existing 1/4 x 2/4~m bolt must he replaced with a 1/4 x 1-in bolt. 

84. The elongated hqie in the bracket receives a padlock which, when in place, 
keeps.the tool box handle from turning. 
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Combination Skid Pan and Ground Anchor 

85. Fig 2 shows the design of a combination skid pan and ground anchor for 
recovery of vehicles, submitted by Western Command. A pair of skid pans 
manufactured by 224 RCEME Workshop has apparently proven suitable and prac¬ 
tical. 

86. This type of skid pan may be manufactured as required at the discretion of 
Command EMEs.

'Heavy' and 'Light' Engines 

87. A great deal of controversy has arisen over differences between 'heavy' 
and 'light' engines. Both Ord and RCEME definitions vary considerably. These 
classifications have created the misconception that there is a vast difference in 
the overhaul operations and tooling required to effect engine overhaul. 

88. In future no distinction will be made between 'heavy' and 'light' reciprocating 
engines and we will refer to engine overhaul in general terms. The size and 
quantities of major tooling provided will be determined on the basis of the specific 
operation and the economies involved. 

88. All existing instructions, entitlement documents and establishment will be 
re-written to reflect this change as they are reviewed and correspondence will 
be worded accordingly.
